Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 1 , 1 6, 1 8 and 20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Instant claims 
require a combination of Vismia and phytic acid, each in an effective amount to lighten 
the skin. Claims 1 8 and 20 additionally require kojic acid or arbutin. The prior art of 
record teaches Vismia extract for skin firmness (a complete translation of French 
document FR2700268, which is equivalent to the prior art of record i.e., WO 9415626 
has been attached to this action), but not for skin lightening or the claimed method of 
treating hyperpigmentation. Accordingly, the claimed combination of Vismia and phytic 
acid for treating hyperpigmentation would not have been obvious for one of an ordinary 
skill in the art. Further, applicants have shown an unexpected skin lightening effect with 
the claimed combination of Vismia and phytic acid.
